Ish community. In his article “Writ- 
ing about Jews" and in the 1963 
Amorican-Israe] Dialogue In Jerusa- 
lem, Roth stated his position: he is 
not interested In being a Jew or εἰ 
Jawish artist; he wants to be free to 
follow his artistic bent — that’s all.
